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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 16 has been amended to include the limitation of "analyzing the effect of the test NOI on cell resting 
membrane potential or excitability in vitro" in order to overcome the rejection under USC 112, first paragraph (enablement). However, this 
amendment raises new issues of cell resting membrane potential or excitability analysis in response to a test NOI, which would require 
further consideration and search. Claims 7-10 (canceled in this amendment) encompassed limitations regarding cellular excitability, 
hyperpolarization and ion channel expression or activity, but these claims were drawn to an in vivo method to treat pain. Claim 16 is 
drawn to the effect of cell resting membrane potential or excitability in vitro and would require further consideration and search. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Once a final rejection that is not premature has been entered in an application, applicant or patent owner no 
longer has any right to unrestricted further prosecution.
